TODAY’S MESSAGE 
The Virtue of Hope 


Wherefore gird up the loins of your mind, be sober, and hope 
to the end for the grace that is to be brought unto you at the re- 
velation of Jesus Christ. (1 Peter 1.13 

Hope is one of the three great Christian virtues, It is 


infused into the soul at baptism. But, like companion 
virtues of faith and charity, it requires effort and practice 
lest it become sterile and inactive 

Basically, hope is a firm reliance on God's promise of 
salvation to all who live according to His precents. It has 
nothing to do with presumption, the foolish expectation that 
we shall somehow find salvation, even without working for 
it. Hope means holding fast to the assurance that despite 
the temptations, pains, and afflictions of this life, the faith- 
ful Christian soul will one day enter into an existence where, 
in the words of St. John, “there will be neither mourning 
nor grieving, and death and parting will be no more.” 

Life without hope would be barren and meaningless, 
hence all human instinct is to seek in God the promise of 
ultimate happiness. Hope is spiritual refreshment along the 
path to eternity; but God expects from us as the price of 
hope a willingness and even eagerness to assume whatever 
tasks or burdens He deems proper for us. 

We can keep the flame of hope brightly burning in 
our souls by frequent meditation on the promise of Christ 
that “he who believeth in Me, even though he be dead, yet 
shall he live.” We can strengthen it by prayer, by conscious 
dedication of all our works and deeds to His glory, and 
by humble acceptance of His will in all things. 

Above all, hope must be trained to withstand whatever 
sufferings, trials, and humiliations may torment our weak 
flesh. In the darkness of today’s grief, we must look ahead 
to the bright day when, as the reward of our fidelity’ to 
God and our confidence in His goodness and all-wise provid- 
ence, we shall be at peace and rest with Him forever.
